Cagers End Season With 16-8 Record

BASKETBALL fans here have been 
comparing Center Bob Miller with’ the 
great Shag Hawkins for the past two 
seasons. No one has proven who’s best 
but all agree that Miller is the greatest 
since Hawkins—and both would be on 
the all-time Auburn team if there was 
one. 

Miller smashed nine modern school 
records during the past season and was 
chosen on the Atlanta Journal’s All-SEC 
first string. 

Miller’s individual records are as fol- 
low, with the old record listed: 

(1) Most points in a season—426 
(354 Bill Lynn 1950) 

(2) Best average per game—17.8 
(15.8-Bob Miller 1953) 

(3) Best field goal percentage— 
49.6 (40.6 Bob Miller 1953) 

(4) Most points in game—31 against 
Georgia (29 George Hill against Tu- 
lane 1951) 

(5) Most field goals in season—141 
(133 Bill Lynn 1950) 

(6) Most free throws in season— 
213 (152 Bob Miller 1953). 

(7) Most free throws made in seas- 
on—144 (96 Bob Miller 1953) 

(8) Most offensive rebounds in 


season—128 (108 Bill Lynn 1950) 
(9) Most rebounds in season—277 
(269 Bill Lynn 1950) 
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A tense moment for the Eavesmen 
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COACH: Joel Eaves’ team finished the 
season with 16 wins against eight losses, 
and compiled an SEC record of eight 
wins against six losses. This was the 
best record since 1950, and the high 
scoring team smashed five team records.

Miller walked away with 1954 scor- 
ing honors, almost doubling Guard 
Jack’ Turner’s second place 225 points.

(197), forward Jim O’Donnell (192),

The latter part of the 1954 season 
brought miseries to Eaves because the 
Tigers lost four of their last five games. 
This is understandable though when 
you consider that they were games with 
L.S.U., Kentucky, Alabama, Tulane, 
and Tennessee, ; 


The 77-59 loss to L.S.U. in Baton 
Rouge snapped Auburn’s seven-game 
winning streak. Bobby Pettit took this 
night to score 31 points and to set an 
all-time SEC scoring mark. Miller broke 
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Lynn’s old school mark during the first 
half and finished high for Auburn with 
16 points for the night. 


Tigers upset Greenies 


AUBURN pulled quite an upset when 
they defeated Tulane, 65-62, in New 
Orleans. Turner’s 20 points was the big 
difference although he had good sup- 
port from O’Donnell (16), Miller (12), 
and Martin (11). Brown paced the 
Greenies with: 24 points. 


Kentucky had a great team this 
season—as the 109-79 verdict indi- 
cated. Auburn scored more points on 
them than any team they played, 
however. The 10,000 capacity crowd 
that attended in Montgomery's Coli. 
seum was the largest to ever attend a 
cage game in Alabama, or south of 
Lexington, Ky, 


Tennessee was the hottest’ team we 
faced on the home court. The Volunteers 
hit 49.6 percent of their shots and won, 
92-86. It was nip and tuck all the way. 
Miller topped Auburn with 19 points, 


The final game of the season went to 
Alabama, 57-55, but it took an over- 
time period to do it. This was another 
close one all the way. Miller climaxed 
his career with 19 points, while Turner, 
also graduating, had 10 and sophomore 


O’Donnell, 13 points. Jerry Harper 
paced Bama with 16, and forward 
George Linn hit for 15 points, two 


baskets coming in the overtime.

Blood Donations Record | 


AUBURN students pumped 1,842 pints 
of life-saving blood into Red Cross con- 
tainers during the 1954 Bloodmobile visit 
to the Plains Feb. 23-24 to set a new 
national collegiate record for blood do- 
nations. 

The drive exceeded its goal by 842 
pints, and toppled Auburn’s own South- 
eastern area record established in 1953. 
Last year’s drive netted 1,251 pints for 
the Red Cross. 

“The 1,842 pints of blood donated 
are only a partial indication of the 
overall response,” The Plainsman 
pointed out. “Many students were 
turned away because, for technical 
reasons, their blood could not be used. 
Over 2,000 offered to, donate.” A 
Plainsman columnist -estimated that 
the blood collected at Auburn would 
be worth $46,000, if sold to hospitals 
at prevailing prices.
